FULL SATISFACTION. 



China Compelled to Accede to the De- 
mands of France and Great 
Britain. 

Viceroy Lin Degraded-His Bad Record 
—The Chinese Situation 
Reviewed. 

London, Cob. 1.— Ib ia announced that 
China has accorded full satisfaction to 
Franco for the recent attack made upon 
French missions in China. 

A diepatoh from Peking to Router's 
ogonoy confirms the newB that a decree has 
already boon published in tho Peking Offi 
clal Gazatto, ordering that Lin, vioeroy of 
Szoohuon, bo stripped of hia rank for falling 
to proteot tho missionaries in his district, 
and that ho ho not permitted to again hold 
oflioo. 

The Times publishes a dispatch from Ber 
in whloh says that tho Chinese govornmont 
has informed Germany that tho leaderB of 
tho attack upon tho German missions at 
Swatow have been arrostod and measures 
will bo taken to arrest others concerned. 

Admiral Buller, with tho fourteen ships 
belonging to tho British fleot in Chinese 
waters, will proceed on Wednesday to Nan- 
king, and present the viceroy ut that placo 
with important dispatches from offioiala of 
the foreign ofiico. 

Viceroy Lieu, whoBe fall is announced, 
has been in trouble before. It is said he 
was found guilty laat November of misappro- 
priation, and later on, beoauso French in- 
vestigations showed ho was responsible 
for the Chontu riots, he was obliged 
to pay an indemnity of §800,000 to French 
Catholic missions from hia own pookot. 
The present conclusion, which has 
been bronghb about apparently by British 
threats, will nob involve the abandonment 
of the independent investigation into tho 
Chongtu riora ordered by Seoretary Olnoy. 
There has been a change in the personnel of 
tho commission. Commander Berber, the 
naval attache, has fallen ill, and haa been 
relieved from duty as commissioner by 
Lioub. Commander John P. Merrill, execu- 
tive officer U.S.S Baltimore. 

The Standard says, regarding the Chinese 
situation. The position of tho Chinese gov- 
ernment ia extremely periloue. Ib has 
enough on its hande without a quarrel with 
England. Itistooeoontosay that the fall of the 
Manchu dynasty la imminent, but the nows 
of tho spread nf tho Mahommodan insurrec- 
tion in the province of Kansu ia alarming. 
The British demands muab be supported by 
the preaenco of our fleet in the Yangtseki- 
ang, if nob bv the occupation of Nanking. 
We doubt if the Manchu dynasty oould sur- 
vive Buoh a shook. If the Mahommodana of 
tho west find a leader, and if at the same 
time the imperial government is rash enough 
to d sfy the powers, a revolution is inevit- 
able. 

The Times dwells upon China being a 
huge and inert mass, whose friendship ia not 
worthy tL« cultivating by feeble concessions 
to her pretensions and her pride. " What 
we want done," the Times says, " we must 
Insist upon having done, not by futile repre- 
sentation to Peking, but by going to the 
spot in question and Booing ib done our- 
selvoa." 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Recovery of Valuable Arctic Specimens— 
Cruelty to a Boy— Northwest Assem- 
bly Prorogued. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 1. (Special)— When 

J. B. Tyrell was rotnrning some two years 
ago from an exploratory trip he was com- 
pelled to abandon his specimens and instru- 
ments and cached them upon tho shore of 
Hudson's bay, at a point considerably to the 
north of Churchill. Tho following year Mr. 
Tyroll again roturnod to Churobill bub was 
unable to recover thiB valuable property, 
which it waB feared had fallon into tho hands 
of tho Esquimaux, and had probably boon 
destroyed. The property has just been dis- 
ooverod through the agenoy of Dr. Milne, of 
the Hudson's B*y Company. Tho recovered 
articles havo been forwarded to Ottawa by 
Hudson's Bay Btaumer, via Eogland. 

Catherine DouglaaB was charged at the 
police court to-day with causing bodily 
harm to a boy darned Willie Whistle. She 
Is alleged first of all to havo tried to burn 
bis hands on a heated Btovo and, afterwards, 
this having evidently failed, to havo beaten 
him with a rod hot pokor. The boy cannot 
be found ; bub ho is said to bo marked on 
one or two places by tho alleged burning.

CAPITAL NOTES. 



Rumor That Chaplean May Enter too 
Cabinet— Farmers' Claims to 
a Portfolio. 

Mr. Gironard Elevated to the Snprenia 
Court— Ambassador Pauncefote 
Expected. 



The Premier Interviewed-The Alaska 
Boundary Question -Colonial In- 
terests in England- 



Snccess of the Provincial Loan -In- 
terest iu the Mines of B. C- 
Increasing:. 



Montreal, Oot. 1.— (Special)— Hon. J. 
H, Turner, Premier of British Columbia, 
who went to England in April last, return- 
ed by the Allan liner Parisian and was seen 
to-day by the Colonist correspondent. He 
will leave to-morrow morning for Ottawa, 
where he will have an informal talk with 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell and hia colleagues 
with referenoe to aoveral questions affeotlng 
the Pacific Provinoe and the Dominion, 
Spoakingof the Alaska boundary he said that 
the Americans have ieaued mapa in whloh 
thia territory which in reality belongs to 
Canada ia repreaented aa forming a parb of 
the district of Alaska and even some of our 
own mapa have taken It for granted that the 
American claim is a valid one and the dis- 
puted territory is placed in Alaska. The 
Premier adda that there are a great many 
people now living in B. C. who give mosb 
valuable Information on the boundary quea- 
tion and there would bo very little difficulty 
In making clear the weakness of the Ameri- 
can claim. Hon. Mr. Turner had the good 
fortune to pass an hour with Rt. Hon, 
Joseph Chamberlain and tho latter is repre- 
sented aa being mosb desirous that the Cana- 
dian government would make a move in the 
matter. 

' Of course," aaid Mr. Turner, " the 
Colonial Secretary could nob treat with me, 
but he is extremely interested in tho case all 
bho same." 

'What are your impressions of the Union- 
ist loader ? " asked the correspondent. 

1 He is a very able man," replied Hon. 
Mr. Turner, " and I think he Is determined 
to do something for Canada. He is not 
only favorable to the Australian line of 
steamers, bub to the fast Atlantic service, 
and these great projects havo oertainly a 
powerful champion In the pereon of the 
member for Burmingham." 

The Premier of British Columbia waa in 
Englano in connection with the £420,000 
loan, and although he was sick two months 
and could not gab about, ho Ib well pleaaod 
with the resulb. The loan in question, 
which was for 50 years, was takon at 95, tho 
rate of interost being 3 per oent., ard al- 
though the public subscribed for the sum re- 
quired, parties in British Columbia foment- 
ed opposition to the doal. 

Upon what grounds did they attempt to 
defoab the loan ?" 

" They pretonded that British Columbia 
was already too deeply in dobt and that tho 
prosont ruling power could not be relied 
upon: In fact thoy intimated that thoy 
were boodlers. Had this opposition not de- 
veloped itself the loan could hava been 
placed at 96 instead of at 95 ; but this is a 
splendid sucooss whon wo remember, that in 
1886 our 3 por conts sold ab 86. Our op- 
ponents even went so far as to go on tho 
stock oxohango and offered British Columbia 
bonus at a lowor rate than they wero selling 
at whon I arrived on tho other side, thus 
endeavoring to woakon tho credit of tho 
province." 

Hon. Mr. Turner goto his money for a 
libtlo moro than 34 per oent., whloh the 
Premier lookB upon as a vory low rate for 
BrltlBh Columbia, whioh paid from 4J to 6 
per cent, five years ago, Tho Premior is 
also delighted it tho interost now being 
awanened in finanoial contres ovor tho Brit- 
ish Columbia gold mines. 

A syndicuto has, he says, boon formod in- 
cluding such names as tho Rothsohilds and 
Baron Hirsch, to dovolop tho mining indus- 
tries of tho coast province. Tho sum of 
£500,000 has already been subscribed, and 
tho Premior boliovos untold good will bo 
dono to British Columbia. The craze for 
South African minoB still continues, bub 
Mr. Turner thinks half of tho mtnoB will 
turn out worthleaa. Much monoy, however, 
is now being made, as no naa thin 200,000 
ounces of gold wore found iu the Randt dis- 
trict alone during the monba of August. 
Half of tho ardors bo iaveab in theso mines, 
Mr. Turner Btatoa, oome from Franoo, as 
the Parisians are doing their African min- 
ing business through London.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Oct. 1. — Tho Woman's 
Christian Temperonoo Union aro starting a 
homo for homeless young women and girls, 
mainly for the purpose of oaring for thorn 
when siok and looking after their moral wel- 
fare. The counoll havo dooliuod to makoan 
appropriation of money in their favor. Tho 
ladies estimato that it will oost thorn §150 
& month to run the homo and hope to raiso a 
auffioienb amount by private subscription. 

Every lumber mill in tho provinco is to 
cub full time. It is reported that the Kobb- 
McLaren mills aro to start up shortly. Tho 
Moodyville mlllB have again started cutting, 
Bnd the rod cedar mills at Port Moody havo 
boon purchased by a Seattlo company who 
will operate them at onco. Tho Brunette 
mills will shortly bo rebuilt. 

Ab the council mooting last night tho poai- 
bion of poll-tax collector and assessor was 
ballotted for and reaultod in W. E. John 
atone being appointod to tho position. J. T 
Brown was appointed milk and license In 
spector. Robert Marrion rooeived tho ap- 
pointment of health and plumbing inopec- 
tor. All tho old servants of tho city have 
boon let out, and civic salary cutting is pro- 
bably at an end, while the counoll havo saved 
a few hundred dollars a year, which they 
have diverted to their own pockets in tho 
shape of salaries. The council passed a 
resolution to bo forwarded to tho acting 
provincial Premier, protesting against the 
ubo of Doad Man's Island for a marine rail 
way, and calling the Premier's attention to 
the fact that tho island waa placed under tho 
oaro of tho corporation for the benefib of 
citizens as part of the park. 

The death rate was larger than usual in 
Westminster and Vancouver lasb month. 
In tho latter place thoro were 24 deaths, 20 
births and 17 marriages. In Vancouver and 
Westminster combinod there wore 40 
dcatha.

Tho 
price of halibub on the local market is now 
6 J oonts. 

Harvest thanksgiving services were hold 
In St. Michael's, St. Paul's and Mt. Pleasant 
Methodist churches yesterday. 

Tuero were but two fires In Vanoouvor 
last month. Total loss, SI. 300. 

The newa of tho transfer of tho yellow 
oypreaa timber limits to an English com- 
pany, which appeared in the Colonist ex- 
clusively a short time ago, has been con- 
firmed by a cable from England. The limits 
are near Takush harbor and oontain 14,000 
acroB. A mill will be erected on the limits. 
A oompany haa been formed in London with 
a capital Btock of £80,000. Those who sold 
the timber limits will retain atook. Yellow 
nypreBs brings a large prico and is used in 
fine oabineb work. Messrs. McKinnon de 
Bi?ok & Co. brought the deal to a consum- 
mation after three years' work, It is the only 
yellow cypress limits in Canada of sufficient- 
ly fine quality or quantity to be worked on 
a p tying basis. The capital of tho now 
compsiny is §500,000. Tho company will be 
maoagod from Vancouver with ample work- 
ing capital. Those who originally staked 
tho olaim will retain an interest in tho corn- 
puny. 

The new government rifle range botweon 
Westminster and Vancouver was opened on 
Svurday, and tho men of tho B.C.B.G.A. 
of both cities tested it. Mrs. and Miss 
Tnwnley, wife and aiabar oi Major Townley, 
opened the range by firing two ahota. Class 
firing then commenced. Tho best shooting 
waa done by Sorgeanb-Mojor Cornish, Cor- 
poral Duff Stuart and Bombardier J. R, 
'J'ite, tho first making 65 out of a possible 
80, the next 63, and the next 62. 

WESTMINSTER , 

Westminster, Aug. 1.— A promlnont 
fruit shipper Baid to your correspondenb 
yostorday that frulb exporters had no com- 
plaint against the C.P.R, in reference to 
frolght rates. Tho people thab were grumb 
ling were not directly interested. The rate 
hid boon rather high for tho first two ship- 
ments made this year, but had boon reduced 
from $2 to $1.12 per hundred. 

This enabled shippers to dispose of their 
fruit in Manitoba to advantage. This sea- 
son tho success obtained hud not been very 
great ; bub it waB not freight ratoa, but bad 
packing and over ripe fruit that was respon- 
sible, and abo /o all tho childish squabbling 
of two rival shipping syndicates. If the 
fruit growers would unite, use caro in pack- 
ing their fruit, and Bend only goad fruib, 
thoy would bo ublo to do well next season. 
Tho outlook is bright. 

A gentleman who haB thoroughly testod 
every logitimato lino in farming, said to 
your correspondenb yesterday: "Thoro is 
money in chickens in this provinco. Tho 
solo of fresh eggs pays mo hotter for Mio in- 
vestment than unythiqg I over tried in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and I have tried everything." 

The Dolta croumory is fur past tho experi- 
mental stage. Their oapacity is 500 poundB 
a day, but they are turning out about 250 
to 300 pounds. Many of tho farmers objocb 
to the oroamory running on Sunday, ao thab 
a day is lost each week. Victoria in tho 
natural market for tho creamery, and with 
tho oxoeption of Monday's shipmont bo Van- 
oouvor tho Capital abBorba tho supply. Tho 
Iroight from Ladner'a to Viotorla is loss than 
to Vancouver, as tho shipmont goes dlrecb 
by tho C P N. boat to Victoria. For that 
reason the butter can bo laid down choapor 
in Viotorla, being delivered ab the sboros by 
tho Creamery Co. at 25a and sold ab .'15c. 
Tho demand ia far in oxcoes of the supply, 
and not until thoro is a croumory of largo 
capacity in every municipality will tho do- 
mand be satisfied. Butter is tc:>rco now 
owing to tho Winnipog aoason boinc; ovor. 
As tho Manitoba aoason is shorter it ia moro 
exponaive to run their creameries thin in 
British Columbia whore the employes aro 
engaged for a long BeaBon. Tho company is 
now paying tho patrons 80 oonts por 100 
pounds for milk yielding an avorago of 4 por 
cent, of butter fat, with a proportionate 
prico for a lower or higher standard of 
quality.

BOUNDARY OF ALASKA- 

To the Editor : —Whilst ogrooing with 
your terse and clearly exproBsod editorial on 
the boundary question, in tho Colonist of 
the 29th Inst. , I must dissent from tho con- 
clusion at whioh you have arrived rolativo to 
the course of tho boundary lino as marked 
on tho provincial map rocently issued by tho 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Worko, 
Than map, oh far as tho " approximate " 
boundary lino is concornod. is only a oopy of 
tho " ofiicial " maps published by tho former 
Chief Commissioners, Mr, Smitho in 1884, 
and Mr. Vernon in 1893 The lino in tho 
map of 1884 is ovidently based on orders-ln- 
counoil passed by tho exooutivo. An elabor- 
ate report of a committee of tho oouncil ap- 
pears in tho sessional papors of 18S5. In 
tho roport referred tothorols some confusion 
in applying and using the names Portland 
canal and Portland channel, which are two 
distinot bodies of wator ; the former, viz., 
Vancouver's Portland canai, is aituatod 
whoro ho describes it in hia survey of 1793, 
ond placoa it on hia oharts and maps as com- 
menoing Dear tho ontrance of Ob 
servatory inlob, aftor paBBlng Port- 
land inlet, as lb ia similarly 
shown in the United Sbates chart issued in 
Maroh 1891 ; tho latter, tho Portland chan- 
nel of tho treaty, commences as desoribod 
thorein, ab the southernmost' point of Princo 
of Wales Islund, thonce " tho said line shall 
ascend to the north along tho channel oallod 
Portland channel as far as tho point of the 
continent, where lb Btrikos tho 5u'5h degree 
of latitude," &o. 

Now, Mr. Editor, I agree with you, that 
the lino on the provincial maps 1b oorreot as 
fir as the entrance to Bahm oanal, bub that 
instead of leaving " the channel called Port- 
land ohannel " there, lb should continno to 
follow Clarence strait around Cape or Point 



Caamano until opposite ErncBb sound, and 
thence diverge easterly along that channel 
(•» continuation of Portland chuuuel) until 
tho point is rt-uohi d where tho lioo strikes 
the 5b' h degree of latitude, ns required by 
the treaty. The above I believe to bo the 
correct location of the water boundary 
far aa the Jjlich degroo on the coast of the 
continent ; and I am proparcd to adduce 
evidence to chow and prove from the 
original recordti in the Colonial eliico that 
this was tho point of intersection, on tho 
coast, intendod by tho original framurs of 
tho treaty British Columbia desires 'o con 
form to the treaty— tho wholo treaty and 
nolhlng but tho treaty.

Chances In tho Grades and In the Methods of 
Inspection. 

Winnipeg, Oot. 1.— Ab the meeting of 
the Grain Exchange yesterday tho follow- 
ing resolutions were passed: "That the 
general mooting unanimously endorses the 
resolution passed by tho oouncil on Thurs- 
day last, that inspection fees should bo re- 
duced to 40 contB per car and that the whole 
of the fees go to the inspectors, they to pro- 
vide assistance, etc. , out of such feos." The 
oxohange opposed paying inspectors by 
salary unless the government is prepared to 
assume full responsibility for tho inspection, 
including all loss arising from misgrading, 
At present the inBpeotors are under heavy 
bonds to make good all the loss caused by 
misgrading, 

It was further moved : " That in the 
opinion of this exchange the present stand- 
ards board, aa at proBenc constituted, ia 
altogether too cumbersomo and tho exchange 
rocommenda to tho Dominion government 
that the grain inspectors at Fort) William 
and Winnipeg and tho chairman of the 
Woatern board of oxaminora arid arbitrators 
bo constituted a permanent hoard to select 
such standards as the department may deem 
necessary." 

It was also moved : " That tho standards 
aa made by tho last standards' bourd, other 
than commercial grades — No. 3 li°rd and 
frosted — bo rejected, and that tho iuspeotora 
be instructed to grado according to the 
wording of the act ; and that thiB recom- 
mendation bo forwarded to tho department 
of inland rovonue, 
"That the regular grades of B heat from in- 
terior points, containing an admixture of 
scoured wheat, bo binned at Fort William 
separate from other grain ; that in the 
opinion of this exchange it is advisable to 
havo offioial weighmon plaoed at Winnipeg 
and Emerson in connection with the inspec- 
tion department, so that any person desir- 
ing a government cortlficito of tho woight of 
a carload of grain going into or oub of an 
elovator ab those points may bo furnished 
with the earns at a ch»rge of 25 cents per 
car.

BRITISH COLUMBIA SEALERS. 

What Amorlein newspaper oorreBpond- 
snta know about tho intentions of cablnots 
»nd the inner workings of Governments Is 
roally wondorful, and it is equally wonder- 
ful to observo how little they know of the 
open and every day doings of those about 
whom they write. A oorrespondent in Buf- 
falo tells the world what a special to a Wash- 
ington newspaper says about the feelings 
and intentions of tho United States and 
Russian Governments respecting the fur 
seal hunting in Uehring Sea. These 
»re matters about whioh the ordinary 
newspaper correspondent cannot "possibly 
know anything, This same correspondent, 
Into whose ears cabinet ministers and diplo- 
matists have pourod tho seorets of State, 
nvidently knows little or nothing about 
what has really been going on in tho Bnhricg 
Sea and the North Paoifio genorally— infor- 
mation whioh could easily have been ob- 
tained by any intelligent reporter in Wash- 
ington or Ottawa in a few honrs. This aen- 
Ritional newsmonger Bays : " So lax have 
been its (the British Government's) efforts 
that the Canadian seal pirates have alaugh- 
\f.toA the animals indiscriminately." 

The truth is the British Govornmont has 
done all that the Award of tho Paris Arbi- 
tration requires it to do. It has taken 
nviituros to permit no voaael but those that 
nro duly licensed as the Award direots to 
go to Behring Sea to hunt for Beals. The 
Collector of Her Majesty's Customs for the 
port of Victoria sees that the captain of 
aaoh sealing vesBel is provided with a copy 
af the regulations drawn up by the Arbi- 
tration. In iaot tho regulations aro printed 
sn tho same shoot as the license. That 
rery efficient officer faithfully admonishes 
Sioh of the captains oarofully to observe tho 
regulations, and faithfully warns him of tho 
const quenoea of tho violation of tho least of 
thorn. That his admonitions havo boon 
attended to may bo inferred from tho fact 
that of the thirty-two vosaols which cleared 
for Behring Soa this yoar only two wero 
seised on suspicion of having violated 
the regulations, and not a single one for 
poaching or for hunting within the prescrib- 
ed limits. 

It cannot be said that thoso vessels wore 
not well watched. The United States Gov- 
ernment had soven or eight outtora patrol- 
ling tho soa, and if wo aro correctly inform- 
ed, every one of tho soaling vobboIb was at 
tome timo during tho voyage boardod by a 
United States cutter, and some of thorn 
moro than once. It ia singular too that none 
af the commandora except Captain Hoopor 
of tho Rush aocuaod any of tho scalers of 
violating tho Paris rules. Those aro facts 
which ovory nowspapor roportor could havo 
fonnd out. 

No ono.wothink, will aooueotho command- 
era of tho American cruisors of bolng lax in 
the performance of their dutioa. All of 
Shorn wero no doubt zoalouo. Thoy did all 
that their ingenuity could doviso to oapturo 
voasela found infringing tho rulos. Tho 
.rosult of their exertions is this season tho 
seizure of two sealing vosaols outside tho 
flirty mile limit. As the two cases aro now 
ponding in tho Admiralty Court it may not 
be judicious to say much about them. It is 
but right, however, to stato that neither of 
them was aoizod for " poaching " or " pirat- 
ing." And wo are morally sure that not ono 
of the voaaols killod soala within 
the proscribed limits. Tho risk 
la too groat, for the men know 
fchat if thoy wero caught troapasalng thoy 
would have to Buffer tho full penalty of tho 
law, They would got neither assistance 
nor sympathy from the British or Canadian 
Govornmont. 

It la thoreforo eafo to oonoludo that tho 
British Columbia soaling floot conformed 
aioeely to the regulations of tho PariB award 
and that the Amerloan sensational nowa- 
paper correspondents havo not a particlo of 
evidence to adduoe In support of their looao 



asaertiona reapecting "seal pirates," " in- 
diaarlminate slaughter," and Canadian 
" rapaoity." 

This yoar there were sixty-four sealing 
licenses issued by the Collector of Cuatoma 
for the port of Victoria, As wo have 
already said, thirty-two of those cleared 
dlroot for Behring Soa, twonty-threo for tho 
Japan Coast, ono was lost early in the 
season, and eight wore smtll craft owned 
and manned by Indiana which did not go 
near Behring Soa. 

A good deal oould bo said aa to the treat- 
ment which British sealers roooived at the 
handn of the Commandora of some of tho 
American cuttore, but aa our objoot la just 
now to ahow on what a email basis of 
faot American newspaper men oan build 
an imaginary grlevanco of immense propor- 
tions wo will say nothing moro about that 
just now. British Columbia sealers want 
tho truth with respoot to their way of car- 
rying on thoir business to bo as widely 
known aa posaiblo. Thoy havo nothing to 
hide. They havo boon most desirous to con- 
form to the rules and regulations and to 
koop within tho law, and us tho result bIiowb 
thoy havo boeu remarkably successful. 

As to what the Amerloan telegraph cor- 
respondent says about tho intontions oi tho 
United States and Russia with roapeot to 
tho preservation of the fur seal it is safe to 
set it down as tho moreat rubbish, invented 
for the purpose of gratifying those in tho 
United Statos who hato Grout Britain. 



BRITISH CAPITAL. 

The information oontained In tho inter- 
view with Mr. F. S. Barnard, M. P., which 
wo published yostorday was most import- 
ant. Tho complaint has hitherto been that 
British capitalists wero shy of British Col- 
umbia. It wub seen that they woro ready 
to invest their money in oountrioa far loss 
promising than this province and it was a 
littlo dilfioult to understand why thoy did 
so littlo to aid in tho dovolopment of its re- 
aourcoa. It ia cheering to find that men of 
mouoy in Groat Britain and oleowhero are 
at last willing to give British Columbia a 
trial. Hereafter anyone who finds a good 
thing in gold or any other mineral that is in 
demand ia not likely to be compelled to 
ubuudon bis work because he cannot get 
monoy to go on with it. There is a world of 
moaning and groat encouragement to onergetio 
and entorprising British Columbiana in the 
following extraot from the interview : — 
" Thia will naturally benefit the province 
groatly, for where our mining operations re- 
sult in proving any ono of our vonturea a suo- 
oass, oapital for further operations will flow 
through the same channel. In other words, 
tho company ia a paront company, formed 
for the purpoBo of exploiting and developing 
mines and placing them when jualifiod on 
tho European market." 

To take advantage of tho opportunities 
which this company offers will require much 
prudenco and tho strictest intogrity. A 
local excitcmont, let it bo e ver 
so intonae, will havo no intluence 
on a company of this kind, neither 
will the glowing representations of men 
who, elated by the appearance of Buccees, 
allow their imagination to run awuy with 
their judgment. Still less will its agonts be 
moved by the specious representations of 
scheming apeculators who aro on the watch 
to take advantago of tho company and to 
get a good deal for vory littlo or for aomo- 
thing that may prove altogether worthless. 
Ovor aanguino men and tricky men need 
not oxpeot to get help from a company of 
thia sort. Its agonts will havo too much 
skill to be deceived by mere appearances, 
and thoy will no doubt bo too- shrewd to 
fall into any trap that may bo laid for 
tbem. But it will bo a great assistance to 
honoBt men who have struok a valuable 
lead and who want nothing but 
a littlo oapital to make it pay. By giving 
assistance to none but sound enterprises, 
and by discouraging booms that have noth- 
ing behind thorn, a company such as Mr. 
Barnard describes oannot fail to promoto 
logitlmato industries and solid projects, and 
at tho Bame timo be of incalculable benefit 
to tho Province. It is toovoryono'e intoroat 
that this strong financial combinationahould 
be successful. 

IN OOOD TIME. 

The Opposition soom to bo a good deal 
oxorcisod about tho gonoral elections. They 
have boon prophesying that bhe elections aro 
to como off Boon. Some very bright Grite 
assorted that tho Louder of tho Government 
would bring on tho oloctions somo time be- 
fore January bcoauso an oarly diaaclution 
would froo him from his promiao to convono 
Parliament shortly after tho oponing 
of tho new yoar, Wo havo not 
seen by what oasuistry they woro 
led to tho conclusion that dissolving 
Parliament) before tho dato of tho meeting of 
tho promised seasiornwould froo tho Prom- 
lor from tho plodgo to summon Parliament 
to consider tho Manitoba sohool question on 
tho firat Thursday in January of 1S96. Suoh 
a prooeoding would, to oidinary pooplo, ap- 
pour a groat deal moro like broaking tho 
promiBo than keeping it. Wo aro pretty 
suro that tho Manitoba minority and thoir 
Monde would look upon the prema- 
tura dissolution in that light. But 
tho Grits may be aure that Sir 
Maokonzio Bowoll will not ovado a direct 
and specific promiao by a device like that. 
They may depend upon it thab if tho Mani- 
toba aohool question is not aottlod amicably 
without fodoral intorfenco boforo tho dato 
specified thoro will bo a mooting of Parlia- 
ment previous to a goneral clootion. 

There is plonty of timo. Tho present 
Parliament does not die before tho 25th of 
April, 1890. Somo say its lifo oan bo pro- 
longed until tho 3rd of Juno, as that is tho 
dato of tho return of tho last writ issuod. 

Tho anxious Grits, therefore, may make 
their mfnda easy. There will bo another 
session boforo tho olootion. How long tho 
session will bo or how soon aftor it oloaoa I 



the general elections will be brought on we 
do not protend even te guess. But it is safe 
to eay that tho oleotiona will bo b;ought on 
before the Opposition 1b ready for them. 
Mr. Liurier has not yon pronounced defin- 
itely on either the tariff question or the 
Manitoba sohool question. How muoh 
longer it will take him to 
make up his mind la pretty 
hard to tell. If tho olootion ia kept off until 
tho Leader of the Opposition coasee to talk 
riddloe goodness knows when the electors 
will be required to go to the polls. It Is 
nob likely, however, that the Government 
will oonsulb him or give muoh consideration 
to the progress he may bo making towards 
a docislon. Thoy will hold the election at 
tho proper time and leave Mr. Laurier to 
find out from Mr. Tarto or some other friend 
" whore he ia at." 



PRINCIPAL GRANT'S 

CONCLUSIONS. 

Principal Grant, who has written a Bories 
of articles on tho Manitoba school quostlon, 
having returnod homo, wus interviewed by 
the Kingston oorreapoudont of the Witness 
on Manitoba affairs. Ho had nothing that 
was now or particularly interesting to say to 
him about muttors and things in that Pro- 
vince. Being asked if he had anything to 
communicate on tho Bohool question, ho 
said : 

"With r<-i»»rd to tho echool question I 
need Buy nooning, as my views aro being 
given in a BerieB of lottura to tho Globe, and 
it would bo difficult to condense these, or, at 
any rate, others aro just bb well able to con- 
dense them as I am. There aro peculiar 
oduoutionul difficulties in Manitoba, because 
of the fact that thoro aro musses of French- 
speaking pooplo in one part of tho Province 
and of Gorman-speaking pooplo in another 
parb. It Booms to me, thoreforo, that tho 
Mauitobuns aro the only porsonB competent 
to settle thoir own oduo ktional uff.vira. I 
havo groat hopes that a harmonious settle- 
ment will bo reuqhod without tho necessity 
of Fodoral intervention. 

" If this voxod question wore only de- 
tached from politics it could be Bottled with 
comparative eaBO. I am well aware that 
this ' if ' cannot bo realized. Tho question 
has boon political from tho beginning, and 
will be political to the end. But it ought 
not to Ijo beyond tho resources even of poli- 
ticians, who are obliged — as long us tho par- 
ty system prevails — to think first of thoir 
party and secondly of tho country." 

It is to bo desired that the Reverend Prin- 
cipal's hope that tho question will bo settled 
without Federal intervention will bo real- 
ized. But wo fear that ita being made a re- 
ligioua quoation will domuch more to prevent 
ita being considered on ita morlte, than ita be- 
coming the bone of contenbion between politi- 
cians. The question la really not a religioua 
one. It la, properly apeaking, a constitutional 
one, and as such it should be considered by 
men of all creeds and both parties. If 
wo oliminate tho denominational element 
from the question and consider it aa a ques- 
tion simply of the rights of minorltloa under 
the constitution, without regard to the 
denomination to which the minority belongs, 
lb would, wo believe, very soon bo amicably 
and satisfactorily aobtled.

Spain's Treatment of Cuban Prisoners 
—The Powers, the Porte and 
the Armenians. 

"Truth's" Criticism of Recent Bri- 
tish Athletic Performances in the 
United States. 



San FRANCISCO, Oot. I. — After gathering 
up a fow rugged onda of tho testimony left 
over from luat week tho defence in the Dur- 
rant case this morning began tho building of 
an alibi for the young medical student from 
April 4 to April 12 inolusive. Tho purpose 
of tho alibi is to impeach tho testimony cf 
Pawnbroker Oppenheim and W. J. Phillips 
who testified that some time botweon April 
,S and April 12, Durrant tried to pawn 
Blunoho Lamoiu's ring at Oppenheim's store. 
During tho course of tho testimony wbioh 
covered Durrant's movements on April 4 
and 5, a atrugglo waa preoipitated by Dis- 
trict Attorney Barnes, who challenged tho 
reliability of the roll call book at Cooper 
college. The argumenb onded in a victory 
for tho defenoo so far as the question bc-fore 
the caurt was concerned, and Judge Murphy 
sustained the objection to a question pro- 
pounded by himself to the wunoaa and out 
off the discussion. 

The trial bogan this morning with a son- 
sation which waB quite as unexpected to the 
proaeeulion aa to tho dofence. Juror I. J. 
Truman informed tho court that laBt Thurs- 
day, during the noon reoesa of the court, ho 
waa approached by H. J. i McCoy, genoral 
eeorotary of the Young Mon'a Christian 
Association, who endeavored to engage him 
in conversation on thn subject of tho trial. 
" If you don't hang Durrant," said McCoy 
to the juror, "we will hang you." The 
Court said tho offence bordered strongly on 
a crime, and oited McCoy to appear in court 
October -i and show causo why ho should not 
bo punished for contempt. 

The defence called to tho atand four wit- 
nesses by whom it was proposed to teat thn 
accuracy cf pawn-broker Opponhoim'e 
memory. Thoy wore Marvin Curtis, Wil- 
liam Cathart, P. J. Neumann and Leonard 
Everett, mombera of tho National Guard 
and tho Signal corps to which Durrant bo- 
longed. Thoy testified that they had taken 
various articles of jewelry to Oppenheim's 
afore and had attoinpted to pawn them. 
They deacribed the manner in whioh they 
were dressed at the time. Tho descriptions 
in many cases did not correspond with tho 
descriptions given by Oppenheim when he 
was asked how the men who tried to pawn 
the articles wp re dressed. Each of tho four 
witnesses paid he had aubaoribed money to 
assist in the defence of Durrant. 

San Francisco, Oct. 1. — Now that Rev. 
Geo-.o Gibson, pastor of Emanuol church, 
has b en mentioned by Attorney Douproy 
in connection with tho murder that made 
tho church notorious, he haB seen fit to 
break the ailence which he haa maintained 
ever since the discovery of the crime. Rov. 
Mr, Gibson when asked, " What do you 
think of Mr. Deuprey's spoeoh aa an argu- 
ment for the defence of Durrant?" Baid 
" Well, it is a mystery to me how any man 
could deliver suoh reckless talk when he 
held in hla hand tho life and death of 
follow being." 

" Why did you romain ailent so long 
" Beoause as a witness I had no right to 
talk, and I am willing to take my eharo of 
tho newspaper criticism." 

" Do you think the situation ohanged 
" Yes, I am virtually accused of murder. 
My name haB boon singled out among all the 
witnesees and uttered in loud tones to tho 
jury. Mr, Deuprey declared the fight of thin 
issue now according to him is between Dur- 
rant and myself. The speech glvea me the 
right to conclude that Durrant concurs in 
tho accusation. He, through bis attornoy, 
accusea me of having some connection with 
the murder of Blanche Lamont. The public 
must havo noticed that I nover accusod him 
of such a crime." 

Rov. Mr. Gibson talked in a sarcastlo 
mannorabout Deuprey, and when aBked what 
ho would do If arroBtod said, ironically, that 
ho would send for Douproy to defend him. 

" Wero you surprised at thlo charge 
against you '!" " Not at all. His acousa 
tlon is in harmony with ail tho actions of 
tho defonco from tho boginning. You Burely 
Think I am vory almplo if you suppose I have 
been in ignorance of tho work which has 
been going on in the underground railway." 

" Do you think tho defenoo will Bpring a 
surprise ?" " TlWu is a good question, but I 
don't care to auawer it in public. I think I 
can smell a rat aa woll as anyone. I hope 
the rat for hiB own sako will choose tho 
right time to oomo out of his hole, when it 
appoara tho oat will not have a boll on its 
neck." 

"Your handwriting is going to figuro in 
tho caae ?" " Yes, so Mr. Deuprey says 
He knov-.i what ho la talking about Ho i8 
just aa euro of my handwriting aa ho waa of 
Dr. Chenoy'a testimony." 

" What is your opinion of tho handling of 
tho caBo ?" " In these days whon analogy 
doea duty for logic it ia positively refreshing 
to know of at least two lawyers intelligent 
onnugh to think that pooplo do not soo tho 
difference between bluff and fact." 

" Dou'5 you think they are faithful ?" 
" Yes, thoy are piling up exceptions." 
No witness haB dono so muah ogainab Dur- 
rant ua the aotion of hla attorneya. I would 
rather hang than be savod by suoh means as 
Deuprey and Diokinson aro employing " 

•'What do you think of Durrant?" 
" Whatever poople's opinions aro, there aro 
few but think he doBervea a wealth of sym- 
pathy. Ho is unfortunate enough in tho 
hour of hia trouble to have aa hfa boat friends 
two men whose famo ontahinos their wis 
dom "

Opening of the Tenth Annual Scaalon of the 
Grand Lodge. 

New Westminster, Oob. 1— (Special)— 
The tenth annual session of the Grand Lodge 
I.O.G.T. met in Temperance hall, New 
Westminster, thia afternoon.' Fifty dele- 
gates were present roproaontlng 28 lodges. 
The grand at cretary reported 973 mombera 
in good standing and receipts for the paab 
year 5800. Tho grand lodge degree wai 
conferred on 15 members. Dominion lodge 
No. 4 tendered a reocption thia evening at 
which Mayor Shiloa presided. 



London, Oob. 1. — Acoording to a diapatoh 
received at Madrid from Havana, members 
of the oommitteo of the autonomist party 
have asked Captain General Martinez do 
Campos to release a number of prominent 
persona who woro detained in custody ab 
Santiago do Cuba by order of the military 
authorities. The Spanish oommandor, it is 
added, not only refused to release tho prl- 
Boners but confirmed tho sentences which 
wero imposed upon ihem, and it is under- 
stood they are to bu escorted as prisoners on 
board a Spanish ship to-day in order to 
bo taken to tho military prison at Couta, a 
Spanish conviot establishment in Africa op- 
posite and about 17 mileB from Gibraltar. 

Conflicta havo occurrod bet ween the Pe- 
ruviana and Boliviun forooa on tho frontier 
and the officials havo taken moaauios to 
auppreBB tho disturbances. Owing to the 
recent atrainod rotations between Bolivia 
and Peru this frontier outbreak causes some 
apprehension. 

Lieut. Charles G. Dwyor, military attache 
to the Unitod States legation, City of Mix- 
ioo, has boon ordorod by Minister Ransom 
to visit tho Tlahuulilo colony and make a 
thorough investigation in behalf of the 
United States government into tho treat- 
ment of tho negro oolonists and to tho 
oausoa of many deaths among them when 
they were preparing to abandon tho planta- 
tion and return to their homea in Alabama. 

The Turkish Minister of foreign effaiiB 
wrltos: "I beg to inform you that, under the 
inBtigationof certain Armenian agitators, hos- 
tile gatherings wore formed opposite to and 
in the neighborhood of tho Armenian patria- 
chat. Thanks to the moaauroB taken, the 
oity iB perfeotly oalm." 

Ib Is reported in official circles at Constan- 
tinople that tho envoys of the three powers. 
Groat Britain, Franco and Rutsb, will 
Bhortly receive Instructiona from their gov- 
ernment to resume negotiations with tho 
Porto regarding the Armenian question. 

It la loarned that no aotual attompt waa 
made upon tho life of Marquis Ito, prime 
mlnistor and president of the council of 
Japan, as was reported, but a conspiracy 
haa been discovered the parties to which 
intended to kill Marquis Ito. 

The St. Jamea' Gazette this aftornoon re- 
ferring to the defeat of tho Cambridge Ox- 
ford orickot teams by Philadelphia, re- 
marks : " TheBe defeats of EngliBh atblotea 
across tho Atlantic are becoming monoton- 
ous. H there la one thing wo thought we 
could do, we thought we could play cricket. 
Americana are taking up that gamo though 
it wob never popular there, and even at 
cricket they beat us." 

SPANISH CRUISER LOST. 

Another Warship Wrecked Oir the Coast, of 
Cuba— All ou Board Saved. 

Havana, Oob. 1, -Following oloeo upon 
the loss of the Spanish cruiser Bnrcastegui, 
wbioh was sunk in a collision with tho 
Spanish merchant steamer Morteratff Morvo 
Castle, resulting in the drowning of Admiral 
Delgamo Part jo, aommander-inchief of the 
Spanish naval forces in Cuban wators, and 
forty-six men, comes news of the wreck and 
probable total loss of the Spanish warship 
Cristobal Colon, a second class cruiser about 
12,000 tone displacement and 10,000 horso 
power. She formed part of the fleet of 
Spanieh warships detailed to watch tho coast 
of Cuba in order to prevent tho land- 
ing of filibustering expeditions from tho 
Unitod States and eleewhoro. Her 
crew is estimatod to have numbered about 
200 officora ftTul men, but tho oxaot figures 
are not known hero at present as she had on 
board men intended for othor patrol vossels 
of the Spanish fleot, and may havo detailed 
tho men on shore. Tho Christobel Colon 
appoara to have encountered Bovore woatber 
off Capo Antonio and to have put into tho 
Gulf of Guadiana for shelter. There she 
tried to ride out the fierce galo and heavy 
Boas, but was Blowly driven towards Colura 
do point. Everything poBalblo seems to 
have been done to save tho cruiser, but in 
tho heavy sea running all efforts in that di- 
rection wero useless and aho waa finally 
abandoned.
